Berlin, .Tune 2. — The semi-official Post 
says the South Africnu war has taught 
two iuiportunt lessons, viz., the cohesion 
of the British Ruipirc, even" to the fai^ 
tbest indeijcndcut colonics, showiug that 
the iniperialisiu idea has really taken 
root throughout tho vast Empire; 
.secondly^ the loHson that Ilussia is not 
anxious to nuireh into India, 

-Vll tho German newspapers consider 
the war virtually over. Gen. Becher in 
the Lokal Anzoiger to-day eulogizes 
Lord Kolierts us a master strategist. 

With the approval of the British uin- 
baasiulor. Sir Frank Clussels, the British 
colony here, with its Geriuau and 
Americnii friends, is preparing a pence 
< I'lebratioii, the main feature of which 
will be 11 tliniiksgiving banqtiet. This 
is to co-oi)erate with the untioual festi 
val in Great Britain. 



I.oiiduii, .June 2.— When Knglaiid is not 
talking of peace in South Africa aud the 
manner of its accomplishment, the topic 
of the day is the dissolution of parliu- 
nicuL mid the possible rctireiuont of Lord 
Salisbury. .Sir Howard Viuc'e,ut writes 
to the Times declaring that the I'romicr's 
withdrawal from the field of activity 
would be nothing Icsa than a calamity 
for the universe. 

The Spectator turmiscs tlial Lord Salis- 
bury will give up the uiiiii-sti'y of foreign 
affairs, cuntciiiiiig liiniscl£ with being 
Premier only, and sii),'gcstn that Mr. A. 
J. BaU'oiir, t.'ic governiiiciit leader in the 
House of (.'ominous ami First Lord of 
the Tre.'iijary, shotikl be given his uncle's 
portfolio and be made a peer; while .Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Secretary ui 
State for the Colonies, should succeed the 
Marquis of Lausd»wue ua Secretary of 
State for War aad become government 
leader In the House of Commons, thetie 
hypothetical changes to come after the 
dissolution, which the Spectator recom- 
mends should occur this year, and in- 
sists must be followed by a thorough, re- 
construction of the cabinet. Other week- 
lies aud dailies also refer to the possi- 
bilijy of Lord Salitibury's retirement. 

There is not the slightest ground for 
believlirg that Lord Salisbury contem- 
plates retiring from the ministry of for- 
eign affairs or tJie leadership oi the. 
party, lie ha« never mentioned such a 
contingency and his spirits ure equally 
gootl, even to the point of what, for liim, 
is unusual jocularity, while his interest 
in home and foreign alTairs in keener 
than ever. .So it i.s safe to say that it 
tile Conservatives arc siicccKsfal at the 
fortlic'Jiiiiiig general election, l<ord Salis- 
bury will mice more pilot the fortunt^i of 
the country 'and party. 

A diseiissioii aiient the date of dissolu- 
tion is still in the air. .\Ir. Cliainbcrlaiii 
I'avoiv an appeal to the country, bill 
Loi'd Salisbury will not formally discuss 
tho mutter until Lord llobcrts so shajies 
the military aspect of South Africa, tlnit 
there <!annot be a shadow of doubt a^ to 
the completeness of the British victory, 
lu the meantime, the rank and lile of the 
Unionists are clamoring for an early ap- 
peal! to tlic eknlors while the Liberals 
wratlif iiiiy ilit<pute the morality of 8wcei>- 
iiig the country on a "khaki platform." 
Or in other words, making political capi- 
tal out of military successes. 

The Chinese (luestion is attracliiig 
miU'h jniblic iiitercHt licre. Vet tlie rav- 
ages of tile Boxers and the landing of 
British and other armed iiarcics liave 
scarcely caused a linttcr of e.xcileniciit, 
for Lord Sitlisbiiry, tlie Associated I'ret^s 
learns, does not believe the latest out- 
break will result in anything serious. 
That it will bring acutely tlie (luestioii of 
the partition of China, iri a iiossibilily at 
present coiiBidered too remote for any 
expression of opinion. Tbe attitude of 
tho Britisli foreign ofllco may bo do6- 
cribed us nothing less than pleginatic. 
"Kverytbing is left in tlie hands of Sir 
Claude ilacDonald, our miu'iblcr," said 
one of die officials responsible for the con- 
duct of Uiesc affairs. "lie irf empowered 
to rotiuisition the men and guns ho needs 
from the Cliina squadron.

London, June 2. — A cablegram from 
Lord Roberts, dated Jolinuiicsburg, May 
iU, but which was uot despatched from 
there uutil 8:30 a. ni. of June 1, has 
been received by the war office. . It says: 
" The occupation of Johannesburg 
passed off quite satisfactorily, thanks to 
the excellent arrangements made by Dr. 
Krause, the Transvaal commandant here, 
and order prevailed tbrooghout the town. 

" Dr. Krause met me on my entrance 
to Johannesburg and rode by my side to 
the government offices, where he intro- 
duced me to the heads of tho several de- 
partments, all of whom acceded to niy 
reuuedt that they would continue to 
carry on their respective duties uutil they 
could be relieved, of them. 

" Johannesburg is very empty, but a 
good crowd of people had assembled In 
the m'ain square by the time the British 
Hag was being hoisted. A royal salute 
was tired, aud three cheers for the 
Queen were given. 

"At the end of tho ceremony, the 
Eleventh ncd Seventh divisions marched 
past, with tbe Naval Brigade, the hoary 
artillery aud two brigade divisions of 
the Royal Field Artillery. 

Geu. Hamilton's column and th(" 
cavalry division and mounted infantry 
were too far away to take part iu the 
ceremony. The troops looked very 
workmanlike, aud evidently took a keen 
interest in the proceedings. 

" The Fourteenth and Wells' brigade 
have been left iu Johannesburg to pre- 
serve order, while the remainder of the 
force is encamped north of the town on 
the Pretoria road." 

Capetown, June 2.— A despatch to the 
-Vrgus from Delagoa Bay says; "Pre- 
toria will surrender." President Kru- 
ger, according to this correspondent, i» 
said to be at iMiddleburg, between Pre- 
toria and Machadodorp, and he adds: 
"It is expected that the lost stand of 
the Boers will be made ut Machado- 
dorp." 

London. Juno 2.— 'Mr. Spencer Wilkin- 
son, reviewing tlie eventc; of tbe week in 
South Africa for tho Associated Tress 
says: I 
"On Wednesday morning (ieucral 
Itoiierls sumuuined Johannesburg and 
agreed to give 2-1 hours delay before en- 
tering tlic town, which, however, he sur- 
roundod with troops. GeneroJs French 
:iii(i Hamilton wore kept away from the 
town and jiushed forward. 

"On Thursday General Roberts entered 
Joliannctiburg and made n formal ttccu- 
pation. He held a review of two Tlivl- 
sions and then leaving a brigade to gar- 
rison the town, he put his main 'body into 
camp to the north on tho I'retoria road 
on Friday morning. 

"At that time Generals Frencli and 
Hamilton wore well forward to^vardw 
Pretoria. Very likely General French is 
east of the railway and the remainder of 
the army v,-itliin two easy marches of the 
Boer capital. 

"Meantime Lord Roberts' commuuica- 
tions were will covered and the Free 
Stat<> forces wore receiving punishment. 
On Tuciilay (icneral Ruudlc defeated tho 
Free Staters near Senekal and recedved 
reinfdrcciiieiits from the third brigade. 
On file same d:iy the lligliland brigade, 
which \\'.iA marched north from Vcntcrs- 
bei-g entered Hcilbron. 

"On Thur.-^day tlie I'ree Staters near 
I'Mtchbiirg were reporlul from Maseru 
to have been surrounded by General 
Brabant and Kundle, which proves that 
(Jeneral Brabant has an iufantry brigade 
which, though not Rundle's, may be 
(.'lii'rmsidcs. 

•Now as to Pretoria. On Wednesday 
President Krugor left. The Boer troops 
were dismiss, il from the forts at Pre- 
toria fuid the town resolved to surrender 
and made dts arrangements. The burgh- 
ers were in a panic and believed that 
Lord Roberts was close at hand. These 
fuct.s wern telogrephed hero by two wit- 
nesses. 

"Our news of Lord Roberts wus 24 
hours old and tliere w;is nothing improb- 
able in his troops being where Pretoria 
reported lliem to be. Therefore, wo were 
read.v to believe that Pretoria _ would be 
occupied on Thursday. Now it m dear 
that the Pretoria telegrams expected the 
occupation Dwo or three days too soon.

There might be sliglit diflicnlty in ilie 
Boers having re-<icciipied tlie forts, but 
in ail probability the entry into Pretoria, 
will not be delayed. The Boer mibtai-y 
power is now completely broken, and the 
war pr;ictically i.H over, although the 
complete occupation of the country MiH 
take some time and probably" will be de- 
layed by many guerill:i bands. 

"Prc'-ident Kruger may form a band 
at Lydeiilnirg. whi<'h, however, can do 
no great harm, as ("icneral Buller will 
move lip !o the Delagoa Bay railway and 
stop Kruger'ts supplies. So soon as the

Although it is not more than u week 
since tbe last schooner of the coast scal- 
ing fleet returned to port, the schooners 
will begin to leave on their summer 
cruise '\*. a few days.

to pay. Now they are asking .fO per 
skin to the boat.

•• LABOll •• ISSUES. 

This is the first political caiupaiKii in 
Britisb Oolambia when there has bccu a 
" Labor " party in the field and what 
are calloti " Ijabor " issues are prc seiitet i 
til lli(> vodT.s. Iii"iuost places what are 
c.iUed labor (luostious are simply a mask 
for iNsrsouul ambition, and "labor" can- 
didates are dotnasogiies of a pronounced 
type. 'I'liis description will hardly fit 
thi.s provinco. lor iheie .seems to bo here 
a bona (ide belief that the legislature 
can do nniro thiiii it has done to pro- 
mote the wolfiire of wage-earners. Our 
vritioisui upon the labor platforms and 
the labor ctiiididates is that it the latter 
should sni-eei'(I in beini: elected, there is 
notliiiig in the runner that i-nn l)e enac't- 
eil in stalnti's which will make the 
better off tbiin they nre 
now. The cardinal error of the Labor 
party is the supposition that men who 
work for wages have certain interests 
.separate and apart fnnn those of tlie 
<'oinnuinily generally. As soon as a 
man sits down to write a labor platform, 
he realizes this error; so does every 
man who gets up to make a Bpeech on 
labor issues, and tbe result is that plati- 
tudes are promulgated or else impossible 
things are suggested. 

A favorite llioine with the Labor can 
didates is tbe taxing of lands that have 
been granted to railway corporations 
The average wage-earner does not stop 
to thinli that this is not really a matter 
of any importance to him. We can 
understand how the farmer or tiia owner 
of city real estate might object that his 
land should be taxed and that of a rail- 
way corporation go scot free, but these 
as a rule say nothing about the matter. 
.Vll the clamor is made by those who 
woidd not pay a single dollar less if 
every acre of railwaj land iu the country 
WHS tu.x'cd at its full value. We have 
already discussed the questions involved 
in the iiriiposal to impose sucli taxation, 
and sliall not refer to them a^ain, for 
tiic only oliject of mentioninLr this sub- 
ject is to show o£ how very little intere.st 
it is to the persons who are supposed by 
labor candidates to be most concerned 
about it. 

As an ilhistration of ijnpracticable 
labor planks, take thai ..f .Mr. KadclilTe, 
labor camlidate in Soolli Wellington, 
wlio proposes tliat thi> guv(>rnment shall 
advance to every [irospector SufDcicnt 
money to develop such claim.<t as he dis- 
covers. This would moan an unlimited 
aad illimitable outlay witlioiU any secur- 
ity, and if it were acted upon the govern- 
ment would be compelled to resori to 
all manner of expedients to raise suffl- 
cicat money by taxation. 

Government ownership of rtiHwtiys is 
supp<ised III be soinelliing whicli specially 
commends its(df lo tlie labor voti', bnt no 
out', has ever ^iven a reason why it ()u;,-lit 
to. We have a government railway in 
Oauada. It extends from Halifax to 
Montreal— that is, across the thii'e prov- 
inces of Nova Scotia, Xew l?rnnswick 
and Qindiec. No f)ne ever suggested for 
a moment that the workingmou of those 
provinces were in the slightest degree 
better off than they would bo if this line 
were owned by a private corporation. 
In fact, about the only differeine it 
seems to make to workingineii is that 
tlioir positions on the railway and their 
chances of promotion are subject to poli- 
tical influences. The present Minister 
of Uttilw;ays at one time proposed to 
build tbe Crow's Nest Pass railwtiy as a 
government work. t^upi)osc lie had done 
.so. will any one pretend to suy that the 
government would have followed up the 
building of- the line by the establishment 
of smelters and the opening of mines, as 
the danadian Pacific lias done? Labor 
in British Oolurabia has been given a 
vast deal more employment because this 
road was built by a private corporation 
than it could have had if it had been 
built by the government. It is very true 
that the heads of tlio great railway cor- 
porations, who, by the way, very tre- 
, (Uiontly como up from the ranks of 
laljor by their energy and ability, amass 
large fortunes; but- whea they do the.v 



usually invest their means in enterprises 
whicli employ labor. Given government 
0''^ership of railways and nothing of 
this kind will occur. How much in the 
way of establishiug industries to employ 
labor have' the railway department of 
Canada or the permanent heads of the 
Intercoloiiial railwtiy done'.' Tractically 
nothing, and they can do nothing. How 
much have the Canadian Pacific and its 
otHcials done in tbe same direction? You 
simply cannot calculate it for want of 
data, but it is enormous. 

There are certain things that can be 
done in the interest of labor. Proper 
sanitary conditions and safeguards to 
life can be enforceil m all places where 
men work. Wages can be securtnl by 
ellicient liens. 'I'he infaniDUs triiek sys- 
tem can lie kepi under by tlie riijid en- 
forcement of the laws against it. Child 
labor can be prohibited. Kffective legis- 
lation can bo enacted for the settlement 
of disputes between employers and 
employed. Iu Canada stringent legisla- 
tion to prevent the inllux of Chinese and 
Japanese coolie labor can be Insisted 
upon. But except this la.st these mat- 
ters are scarcely spoken of by " Labor " 
eandi(latt>s, who usually devote thein- 
seives III till' attempteil elucidation of 
ali>tiMet priipoHii icins in econmnles, which 
have no actual bearing upon the welfari' 
•>( any one. The tiueslious above 
euumcrnted and others of the same 
nature, while they come home most 
directly to wage earners, are of no less 
importance tn all other people In tho 
ciiinihuniiy. It is a notable thing that 
all the legislation for the betterment of 
the coudition of wage-earners has been 
inaugurated \>y men who were not aup- 
poseti to represent "Ltibor" interests. 
The extension of the franchise, the aboli- 
tion of property qualifications for legis 
liitive candidates, the abolition of poll 
taxes, the establishment of free schools, 
the measures for the inspection of mines, 
factories and so on, the lien laws, and 
in fact all the progressive legislation, 
whi</li has so greatly improved the con 
ditu>n of wage-earners, has been brought 
about without the intervention of i 
separate Labor Paily in our politics 
'l"he interests of wage-earners and the 
remainder of the community are sub 
stantiully identical, and there is no ex 
cuse whatever for the formation of a 
separate " Labor " party.

There lias been such a vast deal of 
humbug about so-called spectral appear 
anccs that one naturally lu>sitates tiboiit 
believing any account, no matter how 
circumstantial it is or how trustworthy 
is the ntirratiir, bnt at tile same time 
there is so much evidence bearing 
the reality of such appearances that one 
feels compellpil to assume at least an 
attitude of suspended judgment. Tbe 
dilliculty of explaining away the varied 
ix'currenees, which are vouched for by 
triistwiirthy witnesses, is insuperable. 
In the majority of cases the critic must 
take refuge iu a point blank denial wiiii- 
out giving reasons. 

Tile most cinnnicin cases of apparitions, 
which rest iiimhi Irust worthy ti'Stiinony, 
are those of persons who are seen at the 
time of their death by friendd far away. 
To deny the truth of the statements of 
persoiLs who relalo such iiieidi'iils does 
not disiKise of tliein. In evi'ry instance 
the surrounding circumstances are sucli 
tliat if the narrator is not telling the 
truth he must be supposed to he guilty 
iif pointless and iniiiatiiral lying. It 
may he i)i«<sili||. lo snu-L'cst a sci<'nti:ic 
explanation of sucli a ppa ril ions, and iimrc 
tlmn II1H' atleiiipt has been nnulc to do 
so. Unring recent yetirs so nnich has 
bri n learned us to the possibility of tbe 
till' mind of one individual projecting it- 
self ton di^i|an(•e and inliiieneing the mind 
1)1' auullicr, thai no vi-ry great aiiioniit of 
iinagination need be exerted to suppose 
that the mind of a dying person can call 
lip in that of a dear friend a picture of 
liiiiisi'lf. Tlie exphmat ion is not very 
satisfactory, but like many other si.'icn- 
tific explanations of things, it will do 
until a better one is broaght forward. 
But what shall we say about such things 
as the spectre iinnd of Hampton Court 
Paliicc, the famous White I^ady of tho 
German castle and scores of other ap- 
pearances, which can piwsibly have no 
connection with living people? I.s it con- 
ceivable that the hand which Mr. Haynes 
saw -was actually that of Catherine How-

In its issue of -May \2 the Kovue 
Minieru illustrce, a pulilicatiou in the 
interest of the French in llu' iiiiiiiiig sec- 
tions of the world, has an article on 
Atliu, a translation of which is as fol- 
lows: 

" D. Men/.ics, the receiver ot customs 
at .\tlin, was the first to liring ollicial 
news of the important gold discovery on 
the South Fork of tlie Hig Salmon river. 
Uthers liad already spoken of it, but in 
such a vague way that no one could say 
exactly whore the discovery had been 
made. The reports made by those wlio 
have examined the cluiins go to prove 
tlial the auriferous ground is very ricli. 
anil .Mr. .Meuzies has had personal know- 
ledge of prospects as high as to the 
pan. 

" Mr. Meuzies has brought also the, 
lirst news of an orgiiiii/.ed attemiil, 
aniongst the .Vmerii-an miners to drive 
every (Jaiiadian out of tlic camp. It is 
already known in .Seattle that (jana- 
iliaiis now at (.^ape Nome have been in- 
sulted, ami that the iiisulters were going 
to follow up the pursuit ot Canadians 
who had taken therr passage for Cape 
Nome. At the .\inericaii placer caiiip 
a eommis.-^ion lias already been organ- 
ized lo warn all Canadians arriving, as 
well as those already thorr. to leave the 
cani[) in order to avoid ditlicully. A 
truly hostile sentiment rules in Seattle 
nt tlie iiresent time against the lOiiglisli. 
Speaking of future iirospects, Mr. Meii- 
; said that the exploitation of ipiartz 
throughout the section which is likely to 
take place tliis season would astonish 
mankind. 

" There were already two groat coui- 
lianies forming to make important in- 
stallations of hydraulic plants at Atlin, 
now thnt the proprietors of placer 
claims on all creeks except Pine (which 
is exhausted) are pooling their claims, 
seeing tliat the claims are too small in 
size, thnt they cannot bo 'worked separ- 
ntcly, and that in forming associations 
they can apply the hydraulic plant on 
many claims at once. Glaims of great 
richness arc likely to be developed by 
this mode of action."

River Meeting 



•People Very Plainly Show That 
Mr. Bryden Retains Their 
Full Confidence* 



Mr. Mclnnes Falls to Show He 
Is Not a Disguised 
Martinite. 



The school house at PartsTille (Kag- 
lishiaau's KiverJ was filled to overtlow- 

.iug on Friday evening by the electorate, 

.some of vhom had conie soUeB to hear 
the. pottticB of the day discuesed. Two 
of the candidates — Mr. Mclnues and 
41r. Bryden — were present, the latter 

Jiavine called the meeting, and having 
been accompanied thither by Mr. Lagrin 
and Hon. J. H. Turner. Before the 
meeting commenced it was arranged 
that each of the four speakers should 
toJke three-quarters of aa hour, but tho 
good-natured audience were not strict in 
enforcing it, and so both Air. ilclnnes 

.and Mr. Turner were given a little over- 
lime. 

At . about half-past eigbt Mr. Harry, 
,Lee was voted into the chair, an olllce' 
which he filled most ably and lo the 
marked satisfaction of all couoorned. 
After e3;plaining the programme Jn a 
neat little speech, he proceeded to call 
lUpon Mr.. John Bryden, their old .repre- 
sentative, to address them. 

Mr. Bry.deu introduced his remarkc by 
stating thst two years ago he had not 
looked torw.anl to again isubmittiug liim 
self to the -electors of tho district. At 
the urgent .'vuvitation, however, ^if many 
,of .his friends, lie had again cuiue out. 
He was well.Jitown to thoiu all, a.ud w^es 
•quite prepared to stand upoi. his record 
jis their representatuc for tho pK-sl sis 
^eura. Durisg that time lie had done 
liis utmost to y.dvaiiL-L- tho province, and 
liad waifhed very closely over the i.ater- 
(?.sLs of this disjrict. In the matter of 
•.the roads, for eojimple, he had been /ible 
to do a great deal, and as a result tho 
Thoroughfares of the district wore in 
. e.xcellent oonditioc. 

The various planks in his published 
platfofsa iwere thea taken up by Mr. 
Bryden. The first of those referred to 
his opposition to Mr. Martin. This was 
not a iwrsonal matter— hi.s stand was 
strictly one of policy. As they all knew 
very -well, the province for the past two 
years had not enjoyed Us vested right of 
responsible government. The Lieuten- 
ant-Governor had taken the matter in 
ids own hands. Two years ago he had 
dismisBod the Turner administration of 
liis own whim, and not at the voice of 
tile people. Without the house having 
licen called together, and with tho elec- 
tions resulting in a tie vote of 19 to 10, 
Mr. Turner had been turned out, in con- 
tradiction to the first principles of re- 
sponsible institutions. Again, on Mr. 
Semlin'B defeat In. the house, the equally 
»ir$nt« P«Iic7 ktd been pursued io 



selecting from the assembly a man with- 
out a single .follower amongst his fellows 
and allowing him to carry on as he had 
for the past three months. 

Uesponsible institutions bad again 
been outraged by such legislation as the 
Deane-Prentice bill, as it was called. 
This act had seated a member in spite 
of the fact that his right to the seat was 
at the time before tlie courts. For a 
party lo legislate itself a majority in 
that way v.as an outrage that would 
not soon be forgotten by the people. 

Kogajdiug the wagon roads, Mr. Bry- 
den then advocated a more systematic 
metlxod of procedure. Every acre of 
land cleared and, placed under cultivation 
was an additional asset to the province. 
A mine was useless when its coal hud 
been worked out, but from the fields the 
anunal crpp, with care, was never lack- 
ing, and in the farms lay one of the 
greatest sources of wealth and prosper- 
ity in the .land. To encourage these and 
aid in tlieir specnly development, good 
roads were a first essential. In the past 
a good deal of money had been min-apent 
through bad locating, which had caused 
expensive changes. In fact, at one 
place between there and Wellington the 
road had been shifted no less than four 
timofi. This was a great pity. He had 
in the past advocated the appointment 
of an engineer to take this matter in 
hand, and so secure the proper location 
of the highways. The roads, too, slionld 
be properly .mapped, and even so small a 
convenience as a watering trough by the 
roadside should not be overlooked. 

Mr- Bryden then traced the story of 
the reduction of the pay for working on 
the roads from $2J)0 to $2. It liad been 
done at a time of general depression, 
when all government salaries liad been 
cut down. Ho had himself, however, 
urged that the four bits be restored, and 
at last had succeeded in recovering it. 
The Semiin government, however, in fol- 
lowing them bad again lowered the rate, 
and when he had .gone to tee Mr. Somlin 
and Mr. Cotton about it, the latter had 
dccljired that was (luite enoiigli to 
pay t'tir .roa/J work, and positively refused 
to increase that ritv.'. 

tie had id.')ne his utmost, loo, to secure 
the conijili'tion of the trunk ruad to I

Iteferring lo the referendum, he 
thought that system might he found very 
cumbersome if carried to an extreme, 
but there was no doubt that it could be 
useii to e.Kcellent oll'ect in the deciding of 
many public questions, e.g., the $1,000,- 
OUU grant to the Pacific cable scheme. 

.\fter deprecating the introdhcliou of 
personalties into the campaign ho re- 
llicti-'d for a few minutes upon Mr. Mc- 
lnnes' allusions to him at some of the 
former meetings. Mr. Mchings had 
shouted about hewing to the line, let 
tile chips fall where they may, but he 
noticed that •when the chips of olUce were 
concerned, u strong effort was being 
made to help them fail into the Melnnes 
basket. He hud been decried us a ser- 
vant of companies and grafters and 
grabs, but the Mclnuos slate was none 
too clean in this regard. Orders-in- 
C-ouiicil were needed in obtaining mining 
leases and he could not but notice the 
numerous leases of Atlin properties that 
were standing in that family's name. Ite- 
ferring to some press accountis of Mr. Mc- 
lnnes' statemeuls, that gentleman 
slirouded himself in the broad policy of 
denial of all that was unpleu.sant. He 
had never, he retorted, caui-d .Mr. Bry- 
den a coward, or accuried him of having 
a weak .back, or of being afraid. 

Turning then to the isaues oi the cam- 
paign Mr. Bryden made a strong and 
manly apiieal for the votes of the electors. 
They had known him .for a long time aud 
know his recordrf. Upon that he stood. 
If in the past he had served their inter- 
ests well, he hoped they would re-elect 
bini, but, if ill, then he was quite pre- 
pared to meet rejection at their hands. 

Mr. Brydou then sat down amidst pro- 
longed applause, aud from the standpoint 
of an impartial observer there seemed 
iittle doubt but that he would gel the 
tiupiiorl of the whole meeting on the SJth 
of J une. 

Mr. W. W. B. Mclnnes then followed. 
Ueferriug to the meeting of the night 
before at Wellingun, he justified his on- 
slaught upon Dr. McKuchuie iby saying 
that the Doctor had deserved it all for 
making the must duumiug accusation pos- 
sible against a public man by remarking 
that he (Mr. Mclnues) was a Martinite 
in disguise. A few minuteo later Mr. 
.Mclnnes look up this same matter, but 
made no further headway than he had 
on previous ocasions. If Mr. Martin 
would follow his eternal principles, Mr. 
Martin would get his (Mr. Mclnues') 
support, but not othtrwise. Upon the 
matter of a vole of want of confidence, 
Mr. Mclnnes retsolutely avoided com- 
mitting himself in any way, though chal- 
lenged aud defied to deny that ho must 
.and would support the present Premier. 

To tho report that he had .branded Mr. 
Bryden as a coward, lie added denial to 
duniaJ. This was followed iby an attack 
upon Mr. Bryden' for bringing out the 
same old platform as he did last time; 

"Because it's a good one," shouted the 
crowd, and the attempt lo score boom- 
ranged badly upon the speaker. 

After devoting neiarly a quarter of an 
hour to wordy nothings, Mr. Mclnnes 
took up the Chinese question as the great 
issue of this campaign.

Mr. Lugrin followed, taking up some 
of the broken thread^i of Mr. Mclnues' 
remarks. After a careful explanation of 
what retiponsible government consisted 
of be showed the many instances in 
which its principles met defiance in the 
province to-day. t^uoting from Hansard 
he showed that both Mr. Milks, the Min- 
ister of .Justice, aud Sir Wilfrid Laurier, 
the I'reniier, had been very definite in 
stating that the Lieutenant-Governor's 
fate was wrapt up in that of bis minister, 
Mr. Martin.

Condemn the Doings of the 
Martin Government. 

The Premier's Ciandidates Show 
ttieir Utter ignorance of 
Provincial Affairs. 



iU'ssrs. Poolcy, H.iyward and II ig- 
«ius, the opposition candtdatCit for Etsiini- 
luuit rwjoived a rousing reception at 
Sooke ou Friday evening, tus they hnvo 
rtKJciveU in every section of the district. 
There was a good attendance and tho 
sentiment of the meeting was decidedly 
ugiiiust tlie Martin covernment. in fact 
miauimously so il . the two goverunicut 
OHiididates, who were present and sivon 
u fuir hearing, are excluded. The moet- 
iiig wati il sreut contrast to tho ojie hold 
at tlio s;iiiie pluce. Charter's haJl, a 
couple of -.veots ago by the Preiuior. The 
aiidieiK'o listeueil attentively to tlie 
speeches of the three opposi(.i,)u caudi- 
date.< .uiul good hiiniorcdy to those of 
Me.s-srs. Kruser and Uizantsoiv occ.isioii- 
ally (tbnlUng them, biit only good uatur- 
edly. .Mr. Miirniy occupied the chair 
anil a good {.■bairmnu he made. 

.Mr. Pooley, the first speaker, said he 
feJt flure that all the candidates wi'ic 
Uji.t.tiircd at the people of Sooke turning 
out a second time on so short a notice t( 
listen to them. He niusi in a mensur^ 
repeat what lie liad .said liefore, toucli- 
iug principally, lio.vcver. tnie or two mat- 
ters from Mr. Martiii'.s .platform. II 
wii.s opposed to Mr. .Martin, and to Mr. 
.Martin's policy, tirst, f^ir the iiniiuier iu 
which he had became eiiiiiiiglcd wUh thi 
Lieiilenant-Goveriior. ..Mr. Martin am 
the IJoutenant-Guvernor had full con 
trol of the province, siuiiothing that w,i< 
never coiitumplali'i! by •'the Constitution. 
.Mr. Martin draws iip.-n order-in-coiinci 
at ;iny 'i""' wislies, and the l.ieuteu 
ant-Governor .signs it; neither is re.spon 
sible to tho iK'Diile. '.''his also was not 
intended by tlie Cmislitulioii. The Gov 
eriior liiid di.smiKsed \lv. Turner when th 
vote in tlie house Ktoiul ID to 19. Tit 
(lovernor got rid of .tho Turner govcrjj- 
inent because there 'ntin no riKiiii for liis 
son in the cabinet. He kiiew tlii.s to hi 
a fact, becaa.si' he iliad been consulted 
about it, and made strong objection t 
his admittance. 

When the Turnersgovemment was dis- 
missed the Governor caUed upon Mr 
Bcavcn^a man ^o was out of poDtic>; 
having been Beverly -defeated at the polls 
This was his first eStrnordinnry step. .Mr. 
Beavcu could not .form a government to 
the Governor'^ liking, so Mr. Seinlin -was 
called upon. Then tlio Seiulin gt'corn 
nient got rid ot Mr. Martin with the eon- 
sent of the Governor. Everything fbfli 
he did not like wliilt.' Mr. Martin was At 
toniey-Genera! Mr. Senilin niiidn a uoti 
of, and embodied it in it letter to ih.; 
Governor, then the Governor got rid ol 
Mr. Semliii and .called upon Mr. Martin 
who did not have a follower in tbe lioiisi 
or a following in rlho country. Wiien tin 
Governor proroijiied tho house eviyy 
member left his .scat, ;is a protest againKt 
the courwe whit'ii had been followiid. 
Such a pnMfiKt could not bi- jiigee.n 
holed at Ottawn, and was oni"' rejnv 
sentative of the -vvholc province. It Wfint 
to Ottawa, and Mr. .Mclnnes w;is liankd 
over the ixi.-ils. 'Sir. Martin hsU tried 
from February 'I;;! to form a caliiiiet, 
and liad not yet succeeded, although he 
had gone into the Tjiglinvays and by-ways. 
Mr. Yates was the^rst man to join him, 
and he, Mr. Pooley, would tell' how Mr. 
Yates came to Ijeaeme a caibinet mtniBter. 
Mr. Martin wont to a Victoria la'wryer 
one niorninjj, and ;prcs.sed him to join the 
government, hut tlitiJawyer declined. Mr 
Martin went :i fleoond time, in the atper 
iiiioii, and again ret'oiviiig a rebuff, said 
"\'N'liat am I aoing' to do; 1 cannot sfot 
anybody to join iriy; government'/" Tii 
lawyer hai)p<>ned to be looking out of 'hij 
window at the time, and seeing Mr. 
Vates, wh.v not igel him'/" Mr. >lartin 
did ho; then his old law partner, .Mr. 
(hirtis, joined tlio giAernnient. .Mr. Bee- 
be. the man who ca'llH iiiinself a "farmer','" 
but who in reaJity 'h;is got but 20 acres 
of land, not in a very higli ,<;tate of enlti- 
vation, -was found. lie had jiositivt^ly 
tio chance of t>*,'tnp elected. It was 
only receiuly llia.t lienwas liadly defeiiN'-IJ 
in running for reeve. There was still n 
finance minister to be- secured, liapix'ii- 
icg to be in Naniiimo, and meeting Mt. 
Uyder on the street, 'Mr. Martin asketi 
him if he would not take the jtdi. Mr. 
Ryder, having mrthiirg to do, nc<-epte('l,| 
and lield oUicc until aomeone else conWi 
be found to take h'is i^kkicc. Wns that 
the. kind of a man in 'xi^hich the peojik- 
of the country desired to place their con- 
fidence? Mr. Martin 'ha'd-Dot shown him- 
self a good admin wtra tor. He had plac- 
ed in his cabinet mnkehhifts, whom be 
ciHiM get rid of at -n minute's notice. 

In regard to tho pTralk referring to the 
government ownersliii; of ruilways, Mr. 
Martin had asked him illiout it. and tried 
to gca the opposition to join him, saying 
that tf tlipy did they would sweep tho 
countr.v, but he could not get Mr. Turner, 
Mr. I>unsmiiir, Mr. Kherlp or liiin;*elf to 
join the government. Mr. Maiiiii asked 
him to ^iilaoo the prnposnT befove the 
pasition .'ja'.icus. Il»^ langlied at biin, but 
said lie ^vould do so if he Wished it. Tin 
opiiositjou members veceived il in I lit 
same way tliat he did, so ynn -sop i\Ir 
.Martin x'filri not think the opposition -svero 
i:o bad. He had opposed fhe coalition bo- 
c;in.-.e ho flid not wimIi the opposition to 
lose its idn.itily as a ptirt-y. However, 
Mr. Semlin -liroiiglit strong pressnre to 
iiear upon tiiree niember.s of the opposi- 
tion, and they voted -ivitli tho govorn- 
ment ori.tho last day of tlie session to 
.show the Goveninr that th(> govornmont 
still had tlip fonfidenco of the house. It 
was done in it hope of carrying on the 
'buflhness of the country, and <ompletitg 
the-iwork thnt"had hecn commenced. He 
had strongly .cgpposcd it, and -the Gov- 
emor would not allow it, so diat nil the 
business which Imd been transacted dtir 
ing the session ••went by the board. 

'Ho "had first 'been elected a member for 
Ksqulmalt in 1882, when tiiey -npsot tbo 
Boiivon •Rovernmetrt on a vote of 18 to 7. 
.\t that t^mr the r(nx^nno ot tho province, 
setting nslrle the Inihi flalof; and the Do- 
minion Hifbfiidy. was .'?178,000. The debt 
was if.'SOO.OOO. The g'jverainont remained 
ill power under diflerenf premiers 'uritll 
1894. wiicn Mr. Turner was called tipon. 
In 1898, when they left lOfflco tho rovonne 
wa.-) .$1.07.S,000. ivbich showed that the 
government was a biisimifis-likp ono. 

Mr. Frasor— What is the debt? 

Mr. Pooley— About .f5,<iiO0,OflO, wliich 
costs, for interest and \sinking fund, 
alinut $220,000 a year; so tbnt the 
province hns i?;G0O,000 to the good. The 
Turner government liad a good rnihvay 
liolicy. At first, there being no money, 
land grants were given. Then tho 
people changed their mind, preferring 
that raUwa^lt >h6n]4 tw jsabeidtoi^ iritb^ 



cash. Eailwnys were projected from 
Aahcroft to Cariboo, Penticton to Bound- 
ary, and the lines known as the Vic- 
toria, Vancouver & Euatoru, and British 
Pacilic, subsidies of $4,000 a mile being 
offered. The compauicB would not take 
the subsidies and build the road unless 
they got something from tho Hominiou 
government. A good deal of work had 
been done in connection with these lines; 
in fact, the contract had been let for 
the construction of the AsUcruf t-Cariboo 
railway, and the others were getting ou 
in IX fair way at Ottawa. lu 1800 Mr. 
Martin came into power, and notwitb- 
stauding the time and exiwuse which 
the promoters of tbcHC roads had spent, 
he put a clause in the net st,-.iting that 
after the Dominion government hud de- 
clared a road to be for the geueral bonelit 
of Gauada, the companies lost the privi- 
leges which they had been given by the 
province. This meant that the prumut- 
ers could not approach the Dominion 
government for ussistauce, aud capital- 
ists laughed at the charters. ,Now .Mr. 
Martin wanted goverumeut ownership 
of railways, saying that liu will build 
what is known us the Victoria, Vaucou- 
ver &. Eastern— which, by the way, the 
Vancouver World, the organ of the 
goverumeut, says will not come auy fur- 
ther than Vancouver, This line, Mr. 
Martin said, cau be built for from 
$10,000 to .flO.OOO a Diilo. Mr. S. Perry 
Mills said that .Mr. Bell hud made an 
estimate and said that it would cost 
$10,000. He met .Mr. Hell on the street 
yesterday and asked him in respect to 
this matter. Mr. Bell replied that he 
had never been uskod tu, nor h.id iievtT 
made :ui esliniate of the cost of the 
road. The eou'iiiiny which pruijuseil to 
build the line 'estiuiated the cost at 
.■^lO.tMJl) il mile, which would be over 
.'i^lU.IWOi.UUO— an' eiioniioiis e.xpeiulilure 
for tlie province to audertake. If the 
line would. piiy, the C. 1'. 11. would have 
built it long ago. I'hiv.v were a com- 
mercial company, and w.-ould build any 
line that would pay thcjiu. A road built 
bv the government would soon be swi,-*. 
lowei! up Jiy the C. 1'- K. It would be 
out of the (luestion to bring the ores to 
the Coast to be smelted. The iiriHluce 
of the m-es might be 'brought down, but 
tii.it hiudly reiiuiriul nnotber railway. 
'J'lien, U'sides, if .'sJ.:J,00(»,OUO were .spent 
on a i-ailway, there would be no money 
.fur other wink. .Hut it was hardly 
worth while talkijig about it, as tlie 
.)irovii>ce could not get the money to 
build the line. -\'r. .Martin liail said in 
one breath that the railway would pjiy 
from the start; aud in tlie next liail .s.aid 
that he would borrow riioiigh to pay the 
interest and siuking fuiiil for seven 
years, for as a Tiile these lines do not 
liay until after Eeveii years. The laoni- 
cjivilities would not pay this debt; it ^ 
would all be iJhouldereil by the people ' 
■oii-tside of the cities. There are but i 
three sources of revenue — real estate, 
[lersonal projKTty and head tax. Coun- 
. tries which hud control of the indirect 
taxes had tried government t)V,-jior.4hii' 
■i(.f railways, but tlioi' weix? aJw.nys a fail- 
Jire. Besides, it would become luigi 
-.Jiolitical muchiue. Jlr. Martin -said .it 
would be coaitroUed by commiBaioiier«, 
but they would be appointed by the 
government. It would kill pri'vaSe out«»r- 
prise. 

Mr. Martin had said that tlie Turuor 
government -^vas extnivngant tor build- 
ing the Nabusp & Slocau and •'Shuswap 
A: Okanagan railways. The J^akusp & 
Blocan r^ilw-ay was built throitgh n.Uiffl- 
cult country, so the interest Jind ;prin- 
ciiial were lljoth guaranteed at n cost of 
!!;2;},:550 a pear to the province, but the 
road had <lcvelopcd tho country so 
quickly that in 18^ thesroTince?fi«hare 
of tiie priixhts of the line otmountcd to 
$10,750, s« that the aetoal coat wasilcss 
than $4,000 a year. This was :more 
than made up by the miners' liconscs; 
so that, when it came •Sown <to fine 
figures, the Nakusp & Slocan .rallwa}- 
did not cost the people one 'cent. Mr. 
Martin's policy meant the cdinatlsn of 
British Columbia. (AppAaaise;) 

Touching on tho eight-hoar law, Mr. 
Pooley said that this law, fer •whidh Pre- 
mier Martin was responsible, Ihadi'done 
great damage to Kootenay. 'Wlien 
asked about it. Mr. Martaa said that lio 
had not given the act uraeh >eonaidcrn- 
tion. thinking that Air. James Martin, 
of BoEsland, who liad asked Cor it, 'knew 
what was wanted; it did iKtt aSect' his j 
own district, but he admitted now that 
it was bad. The Pivmier -said that the 
opposition were as much to blame -jis' the 
government for this act, bnt the:govorn- 
inent was entirely rospoiiKible. They 
bad control of the house, and tlie niein- 
bcrs on the government side voted just 
ns Mr. Martin wanted them. Mr. }Mnr- 
tin only wanted men on his side uf the 
house who would vote ns he told ihein. 
The government got infonnation 'between 
sessions, which the opposition coifKi -not 
get, on which to prepare their ACtn. 

The Alien Act was rushed thuough 
tlic house in three days, and before the 
ink was dry on It the Governor gave Ibis 
r assent. Tb\B was no new matter. 'It 
had been brought up by Mr. Bradeu (in 
ifioveral occasions, but had always heen 
ivoted down. This showed what the 
r|jolicy of the old government was in xe- 
tipect to the alien law. They saw fhe 
'damage that it would do to mining. Mr, 
SfbPhillips wanted to introduce an 
amendment to the act, but was not al- 
lowed to do so, being told that only the 
government enjoyed that privilege. He 
•would like to sec the province in the 
happy, prosperous condition it was in 
w'hen the Turner government was dis- 
massed. 

Mr. Martin proposed, in respect to the 
Oriental labor question, to re-enact the 
bills which had been disallowed by the 
Dominion government, and to send to 
Kn;,'laud iu an endeavor to get recogni- 
tiotL .Mr. Chamberlain had iisk(>(l the 
Doniinion that, on account of the dilTer- 
eiH.-cs in the Far East, we ^ihoiild liold

Globe-Democrat. To my mind there is 
no signLlieauce whatever in the fact that 
Prof. Ileberdey hua found a Greek te.\t 
of these letters, carved in stone. ()V<t 
the gateway of the roynl palace at 
BphesuK, and of fifth century date. The 
find adds nothing to our knowledge of 
them, nor doeti it contribute in the slight- 
est degree to the evidence ior or agaiu.st 
their genuineness. It simply adds another 
to the existing number of interesting 
tin ek iiiscriptiion.s, and furnishes an add- 
ed pioof, of which there are many ex- 
tant, that the story of the Edessa I.«t- 
ters was widely believed at an oarlv 
date. " I 

Such apocryphal legenilt^, of wliich 
there are many, have bad a fashion re- 
cently of getting themselves oxploited in 
the ni>-,vspapers, and it is not iinknotrn 
that a great and inllueiuial journal should 
Inivi" one of the oldest and best known 
of tlieiD, the acts of Pilate, worked off 
on it by an enterprising corri'siKindent as 
a late discovery. To people who have 
no idea of how thoroughly every scrap 
and suggestion that reluteis to the earlv 
history of Christianity has been work- 
ed over, there is nothing improbalde in 
the idea that new and important docu- 
ments bearing on the iife of Christ are 
likely at any time to be discovered. In 
reality, nothing cotUd be (farther from 
the truth. Such discoveries are incon- 
ceivable. The letters of which I speak 
are a case in point. They have been 
known for over ICOO years. The unani- 
mous voice of present Kcholarshii) pro- 
nounces them forgeries, and it is almost 
imi>ossil>le that any future discoveries 
chould prove tliem to be otherwise. Xev- 
Cftheless, I believe that the renders of 
the Globe-Democrat will tind intrinsic 
interest in the story of thesi' apocryphal 
letters and in the legends which "have 
grown ■up around them. 
That story is first of all given in the 

• church history of Eusebius of Caesaroa, 
perhaps the mast inlluential Bishop of 
his time, Tvho was borne about the year 
200 and diied in 310. He was one of the 
principal figures bi the great council of 
Nice, the war pernonal friend of the E... 
peror Constantino, and certainly had as 
much learning as any man of his time. 
Nor vr-as he credulous, according to the 
standard of his age, ^e shows some criti- 
cal ^oweia, and as is evinced by many 
Instances in his church history, refused to 
write mere legends, of whach 'there were 
many. The Edessa story mnat have 
been universally believed then, at the end 
of the third century. Here is the account 

* that Euselius gives of the lottefs: 

■"The divinity of onr l.nvtl and Saviour 
.lesus Christ being noised abroad iimong 
all men on account of his wonder-work- 
ing poivor, he attracted countlec^s num- 
bers from foreign countries lying far 
away from Judaea, who hail tin" lii)i)e of 
"being cured of their diseases and of all 
kinds of sufferings, b'or instance, the 
King Euphrates, being atllicted with a 
terrible disease ■whi<'h it wa.s beyond the 
power of human .skill to cure, when be 
heard of the name of .Tesus and of his 
niiracli-<H, which were attesteil by all 
with one accord, sent a n!i'ssenj>jr to 
him by a counicr and begged him to heal 
bis disease. I5ut he did not .-it that time 
comply with his request; yet he di'cuK!*! 
him worthy of a personal letter, ir, 
•which he «aid that he would nend one uf 
his disciples to cure his disoii.se. and h^c 
the aamc 'time promised salvation to him- 
self and all hJa house." 

"Copy of an epistle written by Abzarus, 
the ruler, to Jesus, and Bont to him nt 
■lenu-ialem by Ananias, the s•^\•ift courier: 

'"AbgarUH, the ruler of Kdessa, to .lesns 
the excellent Saviour, who liari apiK'ared 
in the co'untr.v of .Terusalem, greeting. I 
huTe heard tlie reijiorts of thee and of 
thy cures as performed by thee without 
medicines or herbs. For it is said that 
thou makoat the blind to see and the 
lame to walk, that thou cleansest lepiors 
and easiest o-ut impure si)irits and dem- 
ons, and that thou beaiest tiiose alllicated 
with lingering disease, and rai.se«t .the 
dead. And ha\iing lie;ird all these things 
concerning thee I have concluded that one 
.of two things nmst be true; either thou 
are God, and having come down from 
heaven thou doest these things, or eke 
tJiou. who dost those things, art the sou 
of'God. I bav(^ therefore written to thee. tu 
a»ik thee that tiiou wouldest take the 
trouble to come to me and heal the dis- 
ease which I have. For I liave lieurd 
that the Jews are murmuring against 
thee and are plotting to injure tiiee. But 
1 have a very small yet noble <nty which 
is great enough for us both." 

"The answer of Jesus to the ruler 
Abgams, 'by the courier AnaakB: 

"Blessed art thou who bm beltieved in. 
me without having seen me. For it is 
written concerning me. that tbey who 
have- fioon me will not believe in mo, and 
that they 'who have not Heeii me will be- 
lieve and be savi-d. But in regard tu 
whai thou hast written me, that I should 
come to thee, it is necessary fur me to 
fulfill .all things here for which I have 
been sent, and after I have fnUillet'l (beni 
llms to be taken up again tu Him that 
sent me. But after 1 have beea taken 
np I will send to thee one of my ddsciples, 
that he nniy heal thy disease au/tl give 
life ;to th(!e and tliine." 

Eusebiufl says that not Ions after 
'Christ's .promise was fuliilled. For Jif ter 
his ascent into heaven, the apostle 
Thomas, by divine impulse sent Tbad- 
.(laeus, who ivas Tiuinbered among the 
seventy di.sciplos of Christ, .to I5de6*fL, as 
;i . jireachor and evajigelist of the te.ach- 
■ings of iChmt. .\ll «hat the Saviour had 
pnouiised received its f ultilliiient througli 
bim. 

JCuse^biun further says that tliere -was 
written evidence of ttese things, taken 
frfiin the jirdiives of Edrst^a. That all 
these things were preserved in the writ- 
ten j-'fKf'Stera do^ivja to liic time, and that 
bo himself had taken them directly from 
these records written in the Syriac lan- 
guage, and had literally translated them 



external proof that these 
genuine, particularly that one written 
canllcr than Eusebius should have men- 
tioned so important a matter as an auto- 
graph letter of ■Cbtiflt, the iittcraal evi- 
dence ■nrould be enough to condemu tbem 
even agaiU'St strong testimony. The let- 
ters are made up of other New Testa- 
ment material. Abgar could scarcely 
have known that the Jews were plotting 
against ChriM, nor could ho, a heathen, 
possibly have used thi> expres.sion "son of 
God" in an entirely Christian sense.

I)aniphraKe uf John xx., 21l, and, in short,! thes 
it may be said that the letter is not 
worthy of him. Nevertheless, many 
scholars in the ])ast have believed in the 
genuineue.'* of thi'rsc letters. Addison 
foi-nd in them, as ho thought, uno of the 
strongest proofs of tlie truth of the Cbris- 
tiian religion. 

Eusebius says that in the archives 
there were added to Ihcs,' lutters them- 
selves, tho following aecuuut of the cend- 
ing of Thaddeus, liof(irenioi>tioned: When 
lie wa.s come he lodgcil with Tdl'i.-i,';. the' 
son uf T(il>ias. And u hrn the rciiurt uf I 
him got al.riiad it was told Abgariis that 
an apiisth? of ,lesus was come, a 
written iiim.

e<l. .Villi when .Vligarns beard uf tlii' 
great ami Ni^uiidrrful tliingt^ wliiih he did 

iind of the c'.ire.'j whicli he perioruied, he 
began to suspect that ho ■n-.'l.s that one of 
whom Josus had written. Therefore, 
siimnuming Tobias, with whom Thaddeus 
lodged, he said, I have heard that a cer- 
tain man of power has come and is lodg- 
ing in thy house. Bring him tn nie. To- 
bias tuld Thaddeus, who said that he 
would gu with him. So, early in the 
morning, tlie two went before Abgar and 
all his court. And as soon as 'Hiaddeus 
entered the King saw a great vi.sion in 
the apostle's countenance, which eausoil 
him to prostrate himself before lUm. This 
greatly «un'rlsed Hhc others present, who 
had not seen tliu vision. The King then 
aski'd the holy vis-itnnt whether he waw 
iudeeil that di.-Jciple whom Christ had 
promised slinuld cdiiie to heal bim. And 
Thaddeus said. "Hec'iuse thous hast 
mightily believed in liiiii that sent ine, 
therefore, have 1 been sent unto thee. 
-Vnd still further, if thou believ(>st in 
h'.m, the ))etitions of they heart shall be 
giantid thee as thou believest." AiiA 
Alignrus siiid tu him, "So much have 1 
believed in him that I wished to tako 
an army and destroy these Jews -.vlio 
crucified him, lind I not been deterred 
from it iiy reason of tlie duminiini of the 
Uomans." And Th.iddeus said, '•Oar 
Lord has fuliilled the will uf his fntlior, 
and having fullilU'd it has bei'ii taken 
U|i to his father. And .\l)garus said to 
him. "I, too. have believi'xl in him and 
in the father." .Vnd Tliaddeus said: 
"Therefore, 1 pliiee my hand upcui thee 
in his Uiime." And when he had done so 
Abgams nvas immediately cured i>f the 
disoa-so that he had, as was aUo Abdus, 
the tion of Abdus. who had the coat. 

The 'Chaddexis went forth in the city, 
performing many other cures and mira- 
cles, and iireacliiiig the Gospel. Abgarus 
further asked liiiii to tcacb him all about 
Jesus, wliirh he did. The King further 
ciuniiiandeil the citizens to assoudde early 
in the iiiuriiing to hear the aijostb' |irea<'h, 
and, although .Vbgar offered Thaddeus 
gold and silver for his Korvices, he would 
take nothing. And all this we are .told 
luoi; place in the verv year of Christ's 
death. 

An aiiiieiit Syriac a))oeiyi)ha! docH- 
iiuent called the "Ti'aeliiiig of .\ddaeus 
■tlit^ .\postle;" further greatly elaborates 
this aei'uuiil of the |ireaehiiig of Tbad- 
dens lU Edessa. It gi\i'.-^ much danger 
ri'iiorts of thei-e euiivers.-itiuns, and' a 
simiewhal lengthy sennoii that lie lueacli- 
ed. It tells bow the jieoide were con- 
verted, and how, under ilu- diri'ction of 
the apo.stle, they built a chur<-l]. W'l- 
liave further, a full account of what is 
only suggested in the account gi.ven by 
Eusobiu.s, that is, how Abgar was only 
prevented by circumstances from going 
with an army to punitih the Jvm;-6 for 
crucifying Christ. The docum ent con- 
tains a letter, alleged to have been writ- 
ten by Abgarus to the Roman Emperor, 
Tiberius Caesar, in which he relates the 
sli.uueful fact of Chrifit's crucMxion, and 
suggests that the Emperor ought to pun- 
ish the guilty parties. To this the Eni- 
pi'rur rt'iiiies in a letter agreeing per- 
fi'ctly with Abgarus, aad saying that 
when be bad leisnre lie intended to pun- 
ish the Jews. He also nientionti .that he 
bad dismissed I'ilate in disgrace, and that 
he hinitielf thought that Christ ought to 
be honored and worshipped. Tbi« .touches

He 
givo.s a full account of ■the story before 
told, hut at almost every point adds to 
its details. An explanation is giv^ea of 
lii>w .\rmonians happened to be in Jeru-

They were .de- 
puties who had t>een sen by tho king to 
tile llumaii Governor Marinus, and so in 
giving an ae'couiit of the performaiu'c ,of 
their mis.siun, they naturally nientionod 
tile item of news which stirred Jndea 1o 
its depths nt that time — the puiblic mnoiB- 
trv of Jesus.

Elwood Hofor takes ■with bim to Ka- 
diuk a trap which ho has used with great 
succit^ in catching wild animals in the 
Yellowstone. The trap itself 'weighs 
about three tons, and is sent in section to 
Kadiak, ■(vhere Ilofer will take it into 
the interior, set it np and bait it with 
honey or a pig, if the latter can bo ob- 
tained. Bears are uncommonly fond of 
pork, and a pig when imprisoned in a 
traji makes a denionstratiou which at- 
tracts the attention of the boars at a 
longer distance than the odor of honey. 
Tho bear is usnally a very ehrewd ani- 
mal, but those on the Kadiak are unso- 
phisticated and unfamiliar with the tricks

SUNSHINE. 

Spain Is the STinniest Country in Europe 
—Sunshine and Wlieat-ItuiKing in 
.Manitoba. 

The importance of sunshine to agricul- 
ture has led ooine governments to colliot 

data as to the iiiiiiilier of hours of suu- 
sliiiie their <-uiiiit 1 ies rereive on an aver- 
age. The iiuantity of sunshiuo the at- 
mosphere receives is very nearly constant 
from year to year but tho proportion that 
reaches the surface of the eartli varies 
aei'ordiiig to the distrilmtion of cloudi- 
ness. Suiisliiiie is now recorded atito- 
matieally at si.vty-eight of the regular 
stations of our weather biu-eau, says tho 
-New York Sun. l':vei-y uioutb the .Montli- 
ly ^\"eather Itcview prints a map show- 
ing the distribution of siinshiiie tJirough- 
out the country. Eor oxaTiiide, the map 
for -Mareh last sliows that the north- 
eastern IJiiited Stati's. iiudiidiiig most of 
the region of the (iieat Lakes, had sun- 
shine for less than oiw-third of the day- 
light hours. 'I'liere was a much larger 
amount of sunshine iu most of the South- 
i?rn .States and 011 the great plains. Of 
course, the jiart of the country tliiit al- 
ways lias the greatest auiouiil of sun- 
shine is the sub-arid regions of the South- 
west. 

The amount cd' suii.sliine, nie^isured in 
hoiir.s is automatically recorded by var- 
ious iustrumeuts. Homv observers use 
a sphere of elatis'by which the sun's rays 
are focused -on 11 curved sheet of pai)er 
ut aU hours 'Of the day. Others secure 
tt photographic print of the track of a 
fine solar ray that falls through a min- 
ute aiMTtuie on sensitive paper. When 
tbere is even a faint cloudiness over the 
sun it may ho recognized by tho fnlnt- 
ue.''s uf the record, and wln'ii lu'avy 
ckiud.s cover the sun there is, of cour.'-e, 
no re<'iird at all. Thus the number of 
hours of suiLshine is ascertained aud it 
is easy to reach a innthematico] state- 
ment o-f the iirt'Valenee of dear or cloudy 
weather. 

If it were not for the tiiiijiy horn's of 
sunshine (luring tlie snuiiiu'r mouths 011 
the vvi stern plains of <';iii;iil;i, she could 
uui ript'ii her gri'al croji of 'u-lieat. There 
are tliiee reasons why thai regiuii gets 
nil inieiuiiiiiuii amouiit of siuishiiie. In the 
first pliice tliei-c is not very niiicli cloudy 
weallicr. Then the cireiin'u'erencM' of the 
earth i.s so iiiuch less where the .Manitoba 
wheat lields are lliau it is at the equa- 
tor that the pace of the daily revolution 
is also mueh less. -Vny piveii area of 
land ill -Manitoba passes Xroiii iiinler the 
sun's rays much more slowly than at 
the eiiuator. .\Iureovet;. jis "i-ver.vbudv 
knows, tlu' fartl ler north one .goe.s tlu? 
longer is the summer day nutil, at tlie- 
north polo, tiie day In.sts for six months. 
So the length of the day in .Manitoba, the 
slow passage of the s-un o-vor the wheat 
and the absence of cloud, make tho ripen- 
ing of the gram- very continuous, rapid 
and perfect. It'or the same reason, corn 
may bo raised in Canada in fhe high UUi- 
tude, fur that grjiin, of .^)4 degrees north. 

To be sure Manitoba, 'bding so far 
north, receives its sim.shine more ''Slant- 
wLse'' than it would nearer fhe equator, 
but the advantages above numerated 
fully compensate for the IcsHcr initensitv 
of the sun's rays. 

In Europe, however, there is; a great 
deal more cluutly weather in (he north 
than in the south and so tlie dtiratinii of 
sunshine increases rapidly from north to 
south. It is smallest in northwest I'bi- 
rope and greatest in Spain. Scotland 
has. on an average, luily ,•{.:! hours of 
suushinr' daily the year Toiiml, Ireliind 
has about .'!.7 hoiiiv. hhiplaud iiearlv -1. 
( Jerniany -t..'"i to .'i, France .5 to (i, .\ris- 
tria 5 to 7 aad .'^paiii 7 to 8 hours dailv. 
Thus '.Madrirl has o_<):{() hinirs of suii- 
shine ever)' year, Vienna 1,810 hours, 
Hamburg 1,2'10 hours and I^oudon 1,0:^0 
hours. 

There lis good deal more clond and rain 
in wiiBt tthan iu east Eufrland. ■be<'ause 
the mountains in the we.st condense the 
clmnls and cause heavy rains. So jt hap- 
pens aiat the grass lands of fbat coun- 
try, wbiiih require a great, deal of rain, 
are found chiefly iu the west, iVUlle tlie 
gram arjd .fruit regions are in the sunnier 
and drier part of the country ea«t.orf the 
mountain*, for they nmtiire best in a 
rolabivriy .firy and .clear climate.

Such is the crude and broken method 
of the sign language. Yet it is far bet- 
ter than no language at all, whether for 
deaf mute or for strangers to a local 
speech. The more study one gives to this 
primeval vehicle of thought the more in- 
teresting it becomes. 

Ever since the_settlement of this CO»lM- 
try we have had at our doors this sign 
language, this spet>ch without words- 
whatever its origin or its age. The Ameri- 
can Indians are tho greatest sign talker 
now left in the worbl; or. perhaps more 
proix>rly. it might be said that they were 
such until the advance of ^\■h)U' civiliza- 
tion changed many of the rofjuireinentf 
of their cti.stoms, this among them. The 
average white man never learned the 
sign Janguage of the Indians, ]ierlin)is 
having contempt for it, perliaiis ignor- 
ant that such a thing existed. It was 
(Uily the half savage trapper or hunter, 
tho voyageur or plaiasiiiaii whoso life 
was .spent tiinoiig the tribes and who 
thus perforce must learn some manner 
of siieecli, who ciiiie tu undci'st.'iiid fully 
and practice habitually the sign lan- 
guage. Not all white men ciin learn the 
sign language, thoiigli sonic pick it up 
readil.v. just as certain jiersons learn for- 
eign languages more readily than others. 
Tile sign talk was in nil cases best iiseij 
by whites who had been ainoiig the 
tribes from early .vouth. In isoine cases 
it was so habitual that it was employed, 
as It often is by the Indians, as a regular 
moans of daily conversation instead of 
spoken speech. It ''was thus much the 
ease with Bill Hamilton. 

I have seen Bill sit and talk by the 
hour with an Indian and novel- sa.v a 
Word, and it made no difl'erence .to "hiin 
whether the Indian were Ocw, Black- 
foot or Clieyeuno.— Chicago Tribune,

'I'he battle of Angora wus the ciUmina- 
tion of two years of ucriuioniou« iie;;oua- 
tiou betweoii a Turk luid a Tartar, both 
of -whoiu aspired to the domiuiou of Asia. 
Bajazet was of the blood royal aud born 
in the purple, as the tsayiuj,' goes, lie 
succeeded his father, the Sultan ^Vinnrath 
L« who was killed ia the hour of victory 
ia tiie battle of Kosovo against the Uus- 
sians in 1389. Bajazet, -upon his acet<si(iii 
to the throne displayed high military in- 
tdligeneo, and his character was markcil 
by Jove of military Klory, anhouuded aiii- 
•bition and iudelati^'able physical and 
uienta! energy, so ninoh 60 that he was 
called in the Turkish tongue "Ildorim," 
\vhich means "The hi.s'htning." Bajazet, 
diiriiii; the ten years of his rcigu, sub- 
dued all A.sia .Minor, besieged Constan- 
tinople and routed a great army put into 
the held i)v the leading ICnropoau states. 
He had overrun southeastern Europe to 
the very gales of \'ieniia, when he was 
reetillcd" t.> Asia lo < licck the ilevastating 
advance,, of Tiinour. 

Timonr. who in the aiiiial.-; of warfare 
liolds rank anuuii,' the vi'ry lie- 1 of ihe 
captains of the second i'last~. was, by Ills 
mother, of the royal house of the Tar- 
lars. Like Haja;;el. he displayed as ii 
m-'ie youth marked military ability and 
insatiable desire for achieving renown in 
war. I'^nin an humble boginililig, in 
whicii his army consisted of seven mate 
relatives, he succeBsfuUy achieved the 
dominion limt of his own tribe, next of 
hi.x country, later of nil Asia and finally 
of that part of Kussia in Kurope as fur 
west as Moscow and to "the numtii of 
the Don river. 

■lMn:s were the boundarieci ot the Turk- 
ish 'and Mogul empires brought into 
touch. A collision obviously could not bo 
averted; it was certain that sooner or 
later the two great military spiritH of 
Uie age must contend iwith each othi-r for 
the mastery. The event, however, did 
not take place before passing through sev- 
eral pre|)aratory sta;;cs. 

On the part of Tiniour the war was 
one of invasion; it was the ])oliey of l'>a- 
jazrt to receive liattle in thi' ntidst of 
liis own country and of a'lmost uulimiled 
resourci's. In order to terroriz(' tlic vas- 
Kul HtatCK of Asia, to break the strength 
of any possible rubellion and to insure 
prompt obe<lience to liis eoiuniands frimi 
a distance Timonr marched into India, 
atjtacUcd and look Delhi, and massacred 
I(K),000 <:iiplives. .\fter thin fearful ob- 
ject lesson on the folly of opiiosing the 
di(^tates of the Great Mogul, tlie Tartar 
aiiiiv took up its luurch .from the banks 
(►f liie tJanges aiMl advanced into Syria. 
Alii this mighty host moved across the 
.svirlaiio of Asia deeds were done the 
magnitude of which it U difficult to real- 
ize. In the hjpePbole of the Persian !iLs- 
r.'irians it is stated that the inliabitauts 
vniuly endeavored to liml the countries 
ovex which the Tartars bad i)assed. 

One event is espe-.-ially notable, and 
that is the march around the Casjiian 
Sea hy TimouP's vam,'uard, consisting of 
200,000 light cavalry. Tlu> imi.ccerisible 
luounlains, which surroiiuded tins liudy 
of water scciiiingly liid dcliaiice to the 
march of an army, .md parlicnlarly to 
horsemen, yet it is a fact rccordi'd by 
authority which is of the liest that Ihe 
horsemen of Timonr peueiraled the de- 
li les, tliorouglily explored tlie mountains 
and made a complete circuit of the Cas- 
pian Sea. 

'i'imour now overran Syria and stormed 
the city of Bagdad, when- hi' built a 
l)yraiiiid in the market place formed of 
1)0,000 liuiiian skulls. It was now that 
Tiinour received the lirst i-iuba.ssy of Ba- 
jazet. These ('iiistles arc in .striking <-oii- 
tra.st III the diplomatic cITusions of our 
t.inie. The two great soldiers wrote In 
i;a,ch other in ill.' lirst iiei>.oii. Ther,' 
wa.s no dissiinulalion, eaidi of iheiii called 
a spjuU' spaile. Bajazet ami 'I'inionr 
alike were entirely i^'norant that they 
had an eciual an undereitandi'iK itf niiJi- 
tary art aud science, aud each was im- 
patient of what he deciued inexiiHijable 
iiiaolence and folly on the part of the 
other. I'imour on his part informed l^>a- 
jazet that the latter' .s oibedieuce to the 
precepts of the Koran in waging war 
against the Christians was the only con 
Hiderution that prevented the Tartars 
from Ufting tlie Turkish Kinpire m their 
bauds aud throwing it into space. In 
order to impress un)oa Bajazet hi.s iusig- 
urlicanve as compared with Ihe (Jreat 
Mogul, he w;w further inl'ormed that he 
was nierely a little .black ant v,lileh Ihe 
elephant (Timonr) ^vas a'bout to trample 
under his feet. 

■ 'J'he Turkish EmiK'ror upon the receipt 
of this ei>islle pron-ciied to de<'apilalo 
with his ()wn hand ihi' bearer of tlic_nies- 
tiiuge, and to .spend some hours in foam- 
ing at the nioiilh and tearing out his 
whiskers by hand. ."some hours later, 
wdien he liad regained speech, Bajazet 
indited a reply. In this letter the Turk 
could liiui no more f.ivorable light in 
whicli to regard tin; Tartar thiin as the 
father of thieves and ut liars. After 
calling to the mind of Tiinour eerlaiu 
facts of dispute between them and assur- 
ing liiii'i of his intention to su.-^tain his 
riglilH hy forcp of arms, the ungovern- 
able rage ot the Sultan inviteii an en- 
counter in the field with the whole of 
their ve«peciive armies. 

Timoiir',-^ reply to this iettiT -wa.s to dig 
41 vast pit and to ibiu'y 4,000 Turkish 
prisoners ;i!ive. Then, giving orders fot 
the Araxes, he pro:;lftinied liis resolution

Tlu' nuuiber of men present 
in any battle always is more or le.s« a 
mailer of doubt, and ncvi'r is more than 
an aiiiiro.\imation. In ri'gard to the force 
under Tlmour, there is a practical iinani- 
luity of aentiment " uluoug the various 
contemi>orury historialUi and his army is 
reckoned at from 800,000 to l.OOiJ.OOO.

\ sarea, crossed the Salt desert and ihe 
I river llebis and iiive.-li d the citv of An- 
I gora. 

I By this niarc-b of soinetliing like 100 
i miles, made witii great swiftness and 
with the utmost order and covered by 
great clouds of light cavalry, Tiniour es- 
tablished himself in the very liearl of 
the Dttomaii I'^inpire. and upon ground 
wbos,- topography assurcil the full ein- 
I iiloynient of his n'sources should the 
'I'lirkish lOnipiror engage in hadJe. 

Even while the Tartar army was in 
proccfs of executing this great lianl; 
inovi-incnt. r>aja/.ot villi eipial swift- 
ness altempled the corcect countersi roke 
by marching against iis conimniiicatioiis 
and trying to attack if in llaill; and rear. 
But Ihe military genius of Tinioiir bad 
foreseen and proviiled against such re- 
source on the iiart of the Turk.^. .Vban- 
doning his original line of I'omniuiiica- 
tious, he eislablished his army upon the 
city of .\iigora. proposir^g to I'apliirc tlii' 
place .'ind avail of i, as a temporary 
point d'api)ui. Bajazcl n-adily discern- 
ed this pliaso of the Tartar's plan, and it 
appearr, that he joyously ac<'el)ted thj' al- 
termuive thus ]ireseiited to him of at- 
tacking the Tartar host in oiien field. 

The battle of the plains of .Vngora is 
most instructive aud it is peculiarly in- 
tcrcetitig^as an esposition ot the tactics 
of the age in which it was fotight. 

Bajazet, with the full power of the 
Ottoman Empire, advanced to the attaid; 
with the rising of the sun. His amy was 
made up of troops from many iirovinces, 
both in Europe and Asia. The most not- 
able of his forces were lO.OilO .lanizaries. 

These troops corresponded to llie im- 
perial guards of European States, and in 
fact conistituted the choicest rcsi^rve of 
the Turkish .Vrmy. -Next to these Ba- 
jazet valued a body composed of 20,000 
Enropi'iins (dad in complete armor. Tiien 
(•ame 100,0(KI Mamelukes or light ICgyp- 
litiii cavalry, whose fanu' for skill and 
courage was a household word through- 
out both lOiirope and Asia. In addition 
to tiii'se were iiiouiiteii men by the hun- 
dreds of thousands, all nien ot valor and 
of years of experience. 

It does not afipeiir that by Bajnzet's 
initial inoveiiienl in attack is disclosed 
the plan of battk^ which he undoubtedly 
e.ssayeil to put into execution. It is not 
to be doubted that the Turkish Kmper.ir 
gave the scientific direction to his trooiis, 
and it is to be regretted that writers of 
the hislory of those days were less skilled 
ill warfare than in letters. 

It iM impossible to discern from the 
vague and rhetorical descriptions of con- 
temporary writers the initial movement 
of the Turliish Army. This description 
exists undoubtedly in the -still nntrans- 
latixl portion of Timour's own commeii- 
tiiries. but at presiMit it is inaccessilile 
lo those who cannot read llii' ancient 
Arabic. 

Tlii> second movement of the battle is 
(Icarer, and from iliat time oiil ihe ;,'rand 
tactics of this St niieiidoiis cmitest are 
readily followed. There is no diinbl Ih.at 
for bis victory tlii' .Mogul coiuiueror was 
inilebt(-d, first, to his own vast military 
genius, and. secondly, to a ilcspotic dis- 
ci|iline of thirty year-, which had Iraiis- 
formcd his raiil< and lilc into autninatons. 

Tiniour tool; np a po.sitiun with bis 
army on the dcfeiisivi' and .auaili'd the 
atta'i-k of the 'I'lirk.-. His I'cniral col-' 
nnnis, wliiili constituted bis main body, 
were p(js!ed in front of tin' ciiy of .An- 
gora. The city ilsidf was dosely invest- 
ed by :i large delachcil corps in order to 
pre\ cut the garrison from taking any 
part in the coming coullict. Tlie tun 
wings of his army I'xteiided diagonally 
forward from the central <-olumns, making 
two vast n'-entering angles and consti- 
tuting three conUguoiis sides of a gre.it 
octagon. 

On each flunk of his nruiy Timonr 
posted, enormou.'i masses of light cavalry, 
probably amounting to several hundred 
thousand troops, and the whole uf the 
main line wus supported in rear at re- 
gular intervals by dense ma.sses nf the 
choicest 'Cartar troojis, selected for long 
cx|ii'rience and exact discililine. On the 
front of his line Timonr ilisiilayt'd souh' 
i!00 eli'])liants, I'pon the backs of these 
formid.ilde creatures were gri'at lowers 
oc uiiied by fnniaces of (.Jreek lire. Ills 
lines were tstiU further strengthened by 
s( iifcs of cauuon made in the gunshops 
of l^iirope. 

In fnjiU yl' the Tartar line of battle 
and mi the flaiiUs of tlic advancing Turk- 
ish host skirmished thousands of .\siatic 
horsemen, wdio wielded with astonishing 
skill all kiiid.s of missile weapons, jav(>- 
lins, slings and arrows and advanced, rc- 
Ireali'd and manoeuvred is rapid evolu- 
tions which make siicli battles a study 
and the admiral ion of the student of 
cavalry tactics. 

\\'liether it was the cannon or the 
Greek fire or the elephants or all com- 
bined, or the superior numbers of the 
Tartar troops, it i.s impossilile to say, 
but for rtoiiii' reason the critical attack 
of the Turki.sJi army appetir.s to have been 
repclh il by the Tartars without dilUculty. 

About 10 o'cloci; in the fo •enoon, it 
seems that the Mogul army had itself 
assumed the tactical offensive, and with 
superior forces, superior discipline and 
supi.'rior generalishp was slowly but sure- 
ly ovorwholmiug thp, Ottomans. .. 'llic 
strength of-.the Tartar host ^lonsistod in 
the skill with ^which .Timour had com- 
bined 'the usoc, of". missile weapons with 
the evolutionafOf.'liglht.caraUy. By this 
method the'ttdcticcsiwerecthe- same, both 
for the nriu>->i!asHa'.:nrli61o'iand::for:iCach 
div;i8ion;idf!'the- nripy.' " . ' 

Each of these .itt-n.chs was directed by 



one of Timour's 'lieutenants; the gener.il 
battle was directed by Timour in person. 
The chief object in all these evolutions 
was to break the enemy's line and through 
the gap thus created to attack in Hank 
by an obliijue uioveniciu that part of the 
enemy's troops who at the same time 
were engaged in front. This chief tac- 
tical ovolutiun was to turn -one flank af- 
ter another of the hostile divisions with- 
out disuniting the turning forces from 
the main body ot Tartars. 

The secouil movement of the battle of 
.\ngora consisted of the method of at- 
tack thus described. So successfully 
were all these matters of detail evecuted 
that about noon Timour retired to a su- 
perb pavilion erected for him in the rear 
at his' army and sought to while away 
the hours w'hicli must elaikse before the 
victory was complete in playing at chess 
wilji his nobles. 

l)evotect< of^lie royal game may be in- 
distinguisli it from ihat ordinarily played, 
of chess was not considered by Timour 
worthy of bis gigantic iiuelkt-t. In conse- 
(luence, he himself enlarged the scope 
and dilllcullies of chess by constructing 
[ a board of l-l-l siinai-o and by augnient- 
I ing the ehcssmen to forty-eight pieces. 
] Tills new form of llie game, in order lo 
disiingnisli it from tbni nrdiiinry played, 
I Timonr de.-igii.ated as ••(lre;it Clies-s," 
land It \vas witii tlii~ ganu' that he aiiins- 
j eil himself for sevei-.al hours, while his 
; lieipenaiits were conducting llii' 'I'arlar 
' army to vici ory.

'a great capti'.i.i. llis°defc,ii Mca.-- to 
I have been duo lo the fact thai bis army, 
as an army, was not conipelent In ci'ii- 
leiid with tile Tana r troops. 
I ilis initial plan of allack. and there 
I is no doubt that be had a [ilaii of this 
I kind, seems to have been so badly exe- 
cuted that no inipres.sioii is left as lo 
what watj his original idea for attacking 
the position of Tiniour. it further seems 
Ihat so futile were the efforts of his 
troops that the Turtars bad little dilll- 
i iilty, not only iu repulliug the assault of 
the Turks, but also themselves assumed 
with eacio a systematic and decisive at- 
tack. Before this attack it appears that 
ih(^ Turkish rank and liie showed syinp- 
toms of that ilenioralization eonseiiiieiit 
ii|ion assembling together of large iiiasscs 
of iniitroiierly disciplined troops. Tlii're is 
no reason to doubt the loy.ally of llii' 
Tiirkiish troo|)s or' of the Turkish cimi- 
maiiders, althoiij;li treason is insimiated 
on their i)arl by many historians, who 
luefer to defame the Turk rather than 
to give glory lo the military talents and 
military system of an -Vsiatic barbarian. 

It is (luiti' clear that Timour's choice 
of iiositioii in the open field, supplement- 
ed by the skill of his olllcers ami the 
diseii)liue and valor of his troops, was a 
proposition wliitdi the army of Ihijazet 
was not jiistilied in attempting. It woiibl 
seem that the grand mistake made by 
Bajazet and the mistake which caused 
Ihe loss of the battle against an army 
.-•npenor to hi.-, ou n in nnmboi. valor ami 
skill. 

In the early afternouii the victory 
lirai lically u as ilccidcd. The Turlcish 
line of battle was broken in many places 
and the Turkish troops allaidicil in front 
and assailed oli|i(iiicly in Hank were 
gre.iily ilenioralized. A.s is cointiion in 
sncli immense masses this deinoraliz.'i- 
tian s[)read raiddly. .Vs till' result of 
this the Turkish chiefs b>'gan lo forsake 
the royal staiidaiil and to retire from 
the belli in all directions. Bajnzet's own 
Son Soliiiiaii. heir lo tho throne, partook 
of Ihe coinmoii panic, and lied from the 
fielil. fidlowed by hits troops. A large 
boily of T'artars, who years ibcfore were 
oppressed by Timour, and had taken re- 
fuge with the Ottomans^ passed over to 
the Tartar lines and submitted to the 
great Mogul. Finally the rout of the 
Turkish 'army became indescribable, and 
Ihe victorious Tartars pursued until the 
goinj; down of the sun saw vast hordes of 
llei'ing men intent only on esca[iing iheir 
enemies. 

By nightfall all that remaimd on the 
field of Bajazet's army save the dead and 
wouiideif were the jauznrics and the 
cuirassiers of Europe. The lailer were 
irresistible to anything like e{|mil forces, 
but, surrounded liy dense masses of light 
I cavalry, which assailed them on all siiles 
with missile weaiioiis. tln'ir horses fell by 
scores, and it is related that not one of 
them escaped alive. 

The janizaries, left aloiii' .'iiid encircled 
by countless thousands of Tartars, eii- 
di.'avored to escort Bajazet from ihe lii'ld 
in safety by lighting their way through 
the Tartar hordes. This was found im- 
j possible, and as darkness fell Bajazet. 
with a little party iiioiiiiled npoii the 
lleetest .Arabian hoi>es, departed from 
till' .-^rcat siinari' and endeavored lo es- 
cape by lliglii. rpon this the 'i'arlar 
light cavalry sped away in iiursnit, leav- 
inir the janizaries to be destroyed by the 
cannon and eleidianl.s and (Ireek lire. 

Bajazet's capture was US ignoilliliioiis 
AS was his llight. liis choice Arabian 
barbs Wer,' speidily overtaken by the 
Tartars, and he was brought buck iu 
chains by the Kbnii Of Kngatili aud 
thrown bodily at the feet of IMinour. 

.\n exaiiiph' of quick movements b.v 
the victorious commander is the march 
of Snllan Mirza, the favorite grand.son 
of Timour. who started for the city of 
Bourza with oO.OOi) cavalry, lie arrived 
and look ])o.s«ession of the Ottoman capi- 
tal with 4,000 horse after performiug 
in live days ji inarch of 2.'10 miles. Fear 
had supplied the son of Bajazet with 
ciiual energy, and Soliinaii. after lleeing 
from till' batllelii'ld. escaped to hliiroiie 
with the royal treasure. 'flic inhabit- 
ants of Boniv.a had lied, ami the city, 
for the ino'-t part of wood, was rediici'd 
lo ashes. 

.Modern histio-ians afl'cct to smile at 
wh.it they ciill the jk ^jin la r c I'cdnlity. and 
to treat as ,a fable tiic sim-y that 'fiinour 
carried liajazet until his death alioiit in 
an iron cage, from which be took him 
only to usi' his iiei'k as a step from wliii li 
to mount his horse. That such is the fact 
is asserted 'by contemporary historians.— 
Boston Daily Globe.

To the layman, the reader who has not 
followed the investigations of students 
of the deep sea, says Prof. Charles F. 
Holder, it is dilllcult to realize how life 
can exist where the pressure is so great 
that it is comiiared to a train of cars 
1 loaded with pig iron bearing down upon 
a man's shoulders, or many tons to the 
siiiiare inch. Neither are the conditions 
of life readily understood at a depth 
where a ray of sunlight never has reach- 
ed, where eternal night apiiari'iitly reigns, 
where thi- 'eiiiperatiire is nearly a; the 
frei'zin,!.; iioiiii, and where in all probabil- 
ity a silence so profound exists that a 
sound ii.-i.- never lirokeii tl.i ipiict agtt^. 

Sm-li a re-i'iii. liiiding its extreme depth 
in live or six niih's. does not appear to 
offer many iiidiicenieiils In the invest i- 
-^ati.ni; yd it has been a iiiosi trnilfiil 
licld. and the discoveries which have been 
made diiriii;; the last few years have eu- 
tirt'ly ( hanged public sentiuienl regard- 
ing it.

j If the ocean bed, which is popularly 
siiiipoiied to occupy three-fourth of the 
world's surfuee, should suddenly be laad 

j bare, we should in the nuiiii find a dupli- 
cate of terrestrial eonditiiona. The bed 
of the present ocean has at some time 
been dry land: has been out by wind and 
wen titer, washed into river beds by 
streams; thrown np by volcanic action in- 
to moiiiitaiiis, or ele'\-iited and depressed 

I hy oscillation of the crust. It has under- 
gone all the changes of the land with 

; which we are familiar, and in !i measure 

i resemble.s it. 

To 111. ike the ocean bi'd a reality I will 
ask rlio reailer to itar.giiic th.it he is 
i'(|iiip.pei! with a diver's armor i'a|)able 
of i-esistini: pressure, and accompany me 
into the dei'ii sea. As we desecmr into 
th" bloc ilepths, ^ve ri'alize that we have 
entereil ;inotlii'r world, where, to all in- 
leiils and piii-iiosc<. wati r is the atnios- 
liliere. If W" entered the ocean on the 
I'acilic coast from the beach we would 
gradually walk down an easy descent for 
niaay miles; and the same is tiaie of tin' 

1 .\rlaiitic. Almost iinincdiati'ly the liiilii 
fades, so that whi'ii at a depth of oOO 

; feet it i.> comparatively ii:irk and intense- 
ly cold. Deeper we descend, the sun- 
light gradually fading, until at a depth 
of !i quarter of a mile the darkness is 
intense so far as the sun is concerned. 

In shallow water we have passed 
through the region of abundant life. 
Along the shore are schools or porpoises, 
immense whales that occasionally venture 
tar below the surface, and a number of 
uir-brenthing, lish-like aninial.s that arc 
kept near the surface by their strm ture 
and rofpiiremcnts. Here are .fchools of 
fish — siilmiin and sardines— and passing 
is a migrating herd of s<>als. r)eep"r we 
pa.ss and leave them behind, descending 
to a dejith of 1.500 feet in darkm-ss pro- 
found. An electric light would show a 
siiignlar change. .Many of the fish are 
of };ay colors, and coubl we wisk one to 
the surfaco its eyes would be po|)|)ing 
friitii its head when it arrived from the 
sudden change. 

Strau^;e nnimals inhabit that region, 
and the deeper we go the more rcmur'ii- 
able they appear, and fiinilly at a mile 
or so they fairly compel mir ailniira t ion. 
IIer(! are scarlet shrimiis. oraKs on stilt- 
like legs, others that are iilind, more that 
i-arry rlieir own lights for long ago wo 
saw livin;; star.", moons .-ind comets in 
this abysiiml region that ^ei-ve :\ variety 
of purposes in the economy of nature. 
I']ve'.-yw-ht're there is life. livery drop of 
water is nlivp; and, standing in this 
si range region, at a depth of a mile or 
so. we find ourselves in n rainstorm be- 
neath the sea. All about are countless 
objects ilroppiiig upon us, invisible to the 
eye, but so result -producing in the ag- 
gregate Ih.'it till' raindrops pile and heap 
Up in such masses that with those that 
die on the bottom they round off the 
tops of subin.'ii-iiic hills and niountains. 
Mil up the valleys, and the thick, gela- 
tinous oo-/.( tliroiigb wlrlcli we have walk- 
ed with so niiich dilliciilty is tho visible 
result of the i-ain. In brief, we are in 
the ri'gion of the globigcrina ooze — a con- 
dition found in great deiiths but not al- 
wtiys in the greati^t. Il has been esti- 
nitited that if lime-secreting organisms 
ari' as nunierous down to ;i dejitli of (iOO 
fei't as they are near the surface, there 
would be more than sixteen tons of cal- 
careous shells IU- carbonate of lime in the 
iippcriiio-t 1(111 fathoms of every square 
mile (jf ocean. 

'file rainstorm is llie falli'ig of these 
counties-, sbcll.s to the bottom, 'fhey are 
ever dying; the animal is destroyeil and 
the little sliell sinks, piling up at the bot- 
tom and forming the well-known globi- 
gcrina ooy.d. The increasing weight 
grinds up the lower stratum into an im- 
liol|).i!)le ]K)wder and slowly piles up the 
liott.un, forming a mass which if elevat- 
ed above the sunface would resemble the 
chalk cliffs of Dover, which were formed 
at the bottom o^ the ocean in much the 
same ■wn.v. 

Descending into deeper depths, we still 
find life. Many of tho tishe^i are blind, 
nearly all have phosphorescent lights aud 
Iheir shapes and ifornis are strange and 
uncanny. Sunlighl does not reach below 
1,000 fathoms; beyond this no plant life 
exists, and the various forms of life prey 
upon cue another. Among the deep-sea 
lislies especiallv there is constant war- 
fare. 

Assuming that wo are -walking nn tho 
ocean bottom at the depth of over a mile, 
we move cautiously along in water icy 
cold and suddtuily are confronted with 
a blaze of iPg'ht and find our.solve.s in a 
field of light-givers. Imagine a cornfield 
with stalks from 2 to -1 feet in height, 
the tips gleaming with light alid waving 
gently to and fro. Such an appearance 
the field of umbellnlaria presents. Off 
St. Viricent the Challenger dredged in a 
field of light-giving gnrgonias with stems 
about 2 feet long. Tlio trawl came up 
choked -with them from a region a mile 
below the surface, each one emitting a 
vivid, lilae-cidored light. 

.Vbove this forest of living lights 
strnnge and 'sveird fishes are passing, 
which wo recognize as forms that have 
beeu dredged from great depths by the 
Aibatros, Challenger and others. One, 
the Chiasmodon, dashes by, emitting light 
from its owri body, arid,' wonder pf wdn- 
florsl wo see It seize a fish five' 'times itg 



own balk and draw itfit'if over'lt 'Hfce' a 
glove. Its jaws, by a special arr'onge- 
ment, separate, and tho mouth is a cav- 
ern of India rubber like uossibilitios. A 
siniilar f!sh, Malacosteus, is of a ridi 
bliick velvet hue, and as it poises wo se* 
upon its head two large lights. Om> 
einils a golden light, the other throw.s' 
out fitful green rays, which have some 
hidden meaning in the economy of na- 
ture .Some of the fishes seem to be liter- 
al mouths. Such is the Burypliarynx or 
pelican li.-'h. The mouth is enormous, 
tho bones of Ihe jaw being attai-hed to 
the skiill by movable joints, so that it 
has eiiorinous powA.s of distension, . 

A curious black fish ca.Ued Fchiostonia 
has its lanterns arranged about its head; 
two are just below the eyes, while there 
are several others at various portioiin of 
the head. At a deptli of two miles we 
find the fish Bythites, and at three m ilea 
we find others more remarkable. A 
hideous snake-like crcatnre is Stomias, 
wUh pointed teeth and a row of lights 
along its ventral surface like the lights 
that are seen in a dark night in the ear 
window as the train ilaslies .ilong. This 
lish has been taken from a mile and a 
quarter beueat!i the surface by an Kn- 
glish dredger. 

lieneath our feel are forms eijually 
weird, the bottom blazing with light at 
every step. Mere are phos[)lioresceiit 
crabs, and scafans iliat emit golden, 
green anil lilac hues. I'.lne si'iiil iliat ions 
come from sen-pens, while others give 
out KleaiiKs of golil .'ind green. .\liiiost 
e\-eiy animal is a light •:.'ivi'r. Some of 
the crabs nri' phospliore-cent over the en- 
tire .~iirfaci'; others have their lights on 
stalked I'yes, -while Ihe very mud ihat 
rises seems In sciiirillato uith light that 
w-oiild apjii'ar to bi' csscniial features of 
Ihe deep sea. We might ill this walk of 
the iiuagiiiation descend to a depth of 
six niilfcs beneath the sea and still find 
life. 

In all probability the largt'st aud most 
reimirkabic fishers have not been seen, 
and escape the dredge. Many of tlieso 
strange forms, iHid we can only imagine 
what 'WOllders the dee]) sea hides. In 
the ,\llantic and I'acilic giLraiilie squids 
from ."lO to 7.") feet in length are fouinl, 
and glimpses of strange snake or eel-like 
sharks are suggestive of the uiic.-iiii;hl 
iiiysieries and unseen dwellers in the <lc'ei) 
son. Among tbe curious light givers is .'i 
shark which was c.iuglit by llr. I'.enmtt. 
Il was perfectly blacl;, but emitlcd a 
strange phosphorescent light which re- 
mained some time after the animal's 
death. The shark was placed in a jar 
in the <'.'iliin of the vessi 1 and is describ- 
ed as iiresiT.ting a ghostly aiipearance, 
oniitliiig n rich gri-en light almost milli- 
cieiit to ri'ad by. 

In desceiiilin;; into the ii',-terineiliate 
dc|ilhs. tl'.e jelly-lishes and forms that 
live in the open water attract our at- 
teiilion. Hire is n jelly-fish, its disc (i 
fci't acriiss, its train of li'Utacles possibly 
emitiiiig a vivid light an'd stretching 
away iu a maze of brilliant liues for per- 
haps' 100 feci.

PiSEJUDICli AGAINST THE AUS-

Thie enormocw influence of tlfe Jesuits 
in Austria has been manifested ia many 
ways in recent years in domestic and 
foreign politics, and especiiilly in the 
municipal affairs of Vienna. Thino are, 
however, parts oS the country in which 
the order has no foothold. Among the 
districts which are mOre or less exempt 
is Croatia, but this in not likely to be the 
case long, judging from a recent para- 
graph iu the Poster Lloyd, which says: 
"During a reciuit visit to Vienna tho 
Archbishop of Agram is said to h'live had 
a long conference with tho papal nuncio 
cmiceniing the establishment of a .Jesuit 
colony in the Croatia'i capital. The niem- 
bcTs of that order have, however, left 
such an unfavorable impr!.t^siou in Cniat- 
lii that neither the clergy nor tile lay 
element are anxious for their return. It- 
is feared that they will introduce re- 
ligious ptopaganda and disturb the exist- 
ing peace among the dilTerenl faitbs.

TRANSATLANTIC CREWS. 

."00 In all— 200 In Engine Room— 500 
Gallons of Ice Crwiin An Item of 
tho Commissariat. 

The men of chief Importance la driving 
the modern ocean liner are the men In the 
engine rooms. They are seldom seen liy 
the passengers except possllily at the end 
of a voyage when they euierg", ^'rini.v and 
blackened as strange? Imps, to get a breath 
of the fresh air which has been ileiileil tlieiii 
so long. Their labor l.s the hiinlest l.ihor 
that men perform anywhere, aoddt Is car- 
ried- on far down In the depths of the vei^- 
sel, where the usual temperature Is fur 
above one hundred degrees. Out of the 
crew of half a thousand men, 200 are likely 
to make up the engine ruom department. 
These are divided between the stokers, who 
feed the glowing funiaccs, the trimmers, 
who bring the coal to the furnace mouths, 
and the greasers, who keep the maohlnery 
bright and la running order. It Is a curi- 
ous fact that with all the advance that has 
been made In mechanical appllnnees, no 
HUbstltute has been found for hand labor In 
the feeding of the steamship furi.Hces. ' 
Nor Is likely that the sliovel and the lire i 
rake can he dispensed with In favor of an | 
automatic system of furnace feeding unfl j 
some form of llipild fuel conies Into geuer- 
al adoption. 

By far the largest cnntlngeiit nf employ- | 
ees on any modern occ.'in steiiiiicr Is that ! 
which Is devoted to looklni,- after the wejl- ' 
being of piisscngers. This Is dlvli'^d Into 
bedroom stewards unci !>tewarilcsHes. dining 
room stewards— wiiltcrs we slumlil cull thcni 
on iaiid - ciioks, scnllloiis, storekeepers and 
galley (Mnjiloyccs of m.-iny kinds. On n 
I great stcainshiii there are likely to be one 
' himdrcd liedronin stewards, half n hnndreil 
1 dlnlngrnoni stewards, and as many more 
galley employees of all ranks. 

The ordering of BUch nn army requires ilio 
lierfect organization that always fxcltes ad- 
miration on shipboard. 'While the rnptain 
holds supreme authority, each depiirtmcnt 
Is In the charge ot a chief officer. Tho imll- 
ors are Under the dlrcctloh of the first of- 
ficer, the engine room Is rtlrpctert absolutely 
by the ehlef engineer, and the host of per- 
sons employed lo care for the passengers 
are under the direction of the piir-c;-, with 
the chief steward as Ids asslstanl. 

The oocaii steamship has IYe(|iieiil ly been, 
compared to a great hotei. but In reality it 
Is more like a lloating elty in the viulety of 
Its Interests anil (H'cniiat Ions. I'lir exuniplo, 
the problem liefore the frimiulssiiry depart- 
ment Is not merely that of feeding so many 
hnnared people per flay. Tin- liiimnn 
freight of a great steamer Is ilivlilcd Into 
many classes and families, and for eiich of 
Iliesc separate provision must lie niiiile. 
.No less than twenty meals are served dally 
<;ri hoard a big steamship, and em-h i.f Ihcsc 
meals must be separately ordereil and pre- 
j)ared. The manner In which the meals arc 
arranged and the amount of foo'lstuffs re- 
(|iilred lor them will give an Idea of the 
scale on which the entire organliatlon of 
great ocean liners lies. 

On tho afternoon ot each day the chief 
steward retires to his office and makes out 
a list of the various menus for the following 
day. As soon as these nro completed they 
are turned over to the ship's printer, who 
prints them off on a small hand presis. 
They are then given to the various chief 
cooks— the meat cook, the baker, the chief 
pastry cook, the confectioner and so nn. 
Each of these estliniites the amount of the 
various materials which In- will reipilro, 
and these lists, when signeil by the chief 
steward. become rerpilslt Ions upon the 
storekeepers In charge of tho siippllcjs. 
Then the various heads of depart meats sot 
to work. Kaeh ehlef cook coneoets his spec- 
ial dishes In a lltth- offU'e which he has to 
himself, nnd his directions are carried out 
b.r a corp of assistants.

Were there no other valid r'^ason for 
the maiiitenauce • •' : laih.' organizations,, 
the great iiic--, - , iiusis ami the vast 
i-oiiibiiialii.i - r ,,ii.-:|.-il for tho control 
(d' 1)111- iiidii<ii-ii s \v. nlil he riullicieiil and 
fully justify a eombinatioii of w;ige earn- 
ers. When we realize the astounding t-act 
that the trusts of the country liavo au 
aggregate capitalization of .<;2,0l)0,00fl,000 
in round numbor.s, it secmn .surprising 
that those ■\vhoso labor created this enor- 
mous capital should f)assively submit to • 
its mastery. 

Of course, we do not advise that the 
workers of our eouiitry should convert 
their ploughshares into .swords and their 
pruning hooks into spears ami iipjiose the 
giganti<' mouopolios and depriyi> tliein of 
the control and ownership of every private 
necessity and public utility. There is 
another .means, feasible and ordorly-^it is 
the combination of labor. The eucroaeh- 
meiit and demands of the trusts should 
force an issue which' should, decide the- 
very important question of ^vhether^the 
workers of this country are able to en- 
force and maintain proper.industrial con- 
ditions— whether they can /isKcrt them- 
selves as equnl, at least, as, wealth. pro-- 
duoerst to the wealth po.ssessors, ■ The 
trusts have their power in organization, 
and fio must labor realize and innkp ef- 
fective its power through organization. 

Wo eannol concoivo tho far-reaching 
liowfr of near three billion of combined 
capital. It is felt in the worshops and 
at the lircsidc' of every homo iu our coun- 
try. It has made our poiuilation tribute- 
payers nnd is forcing labor into a help- 
'lofis condition. With this objiK't lesson 
before us, is it not plainly evident thut 
if thi> labor of the country is evi-r to meet 
equally this organized capital it must be- 
ns organized labor — Washirgioj Tr«(Jei«
